"OliAIUNO ILLEOALITY." 

His Worship the Mayor wished to call 
the attention of tho Council to an iirticlo 
which appeared in Tub Colonj.st tlii.s 
morning charging him with "glaring ille- 
gality." He hopod tho Council would 
pas.s a resolution condemning tho avticlo 
and sustaining him as Mayor and Chief 
Magistrate of tho city. Tho article ho 
alluded to placed him in a very awkward 
position, and for their benefit ho would 
road it; it says: 

"As an instance of the oontompt into, 
which tho administration of justice in 
this City has fallen within tlio jjast few 
weeks, we would state that a ni.in whh ar- 
re.'ited af or near the- polls on jMonday 
for being drunk and lighting. Ho wa.-j 
taken to the Barracks and looked up. 
Now, except on bail he could not havo 
been liberated aud oven then his cnHo 
should have been called on ut the Police 
Court yesterday. We understand that ho 
was discharged at 7 o'olook on Monday 
evening and that the charge on which ho 
was arrested does not appear against him 
on the records of tho Police Court pro- 
sided over by tho Mayor." 

On behalf of himself and tho Inspec- 
tor of Police he wished to state that tho 
representation waa. falsa, and to oorrob 
orate thi^lie wished to call the Inspector 
who would explain the matter, and ho 
hopod that after tho explanation had 
Ueen given tho Council would pass a re- 
solution condemning the . card, for if ho 
was to sit as Mayor lie did not want to bo 
abused. 

Inspeotor Bowden, who was preient, 
said that on the day of the olection he saw 

a number of persons guthorod around tho 
hustingB, and two men engaged in a row; 
tho friends of ouo of tho parties took ono 
of tho contestants away, and tho fronds 
of the other wanted to do tho same, but 
ho would not go with them sayiug that 
he threw himself on tho protection of tho 
police, fle (Inspector Bowden) did not 
know of any protection to offer tho mm 
other thau to put him in jail, which ho 
did. with instructions that when he so- 
bered up he should be released. There 
was no charge entered against him. The 
proprietor ot tho Colonist, had stated 
that he would correct the article. 

Conn. Williams did not think the ar- 
ticle worthy of notice, eipooially as it had 
appeared in the Colonist. 

The Mayor said perhaps it was not; but 
the charge against him in his oDlcial ca- 
pacity was a serious one, and bo wished 
to add that in every case brought befoio 
him ho had been guided by the advice uf 
the City Barrister. 

Conn. Trounco thought the explanation 
of the Inspeotor removed any . misundor- 
standing which might have existed, and 
that the matter should be allowed to 
droi), especially as the Inspector had 
stated that Tua Colonist would OTrreet 
anything it bad published not actually in 
acoorJanca with facts since elicited. 

The Mayor said he 'wished the Council 
to protect him or jhe would vacate the 
chair. 

The matter her« droppied and tbaObfin- 
cil wantinto committee with closed doors.

Editou Coloni.st: — Your contempor- 
ary appears to be greatly exercised about 
Dominion ofliciuls taking part in Pro- 
vincial elections. 

My own opinion is that it is, on gen- 
oral principles, undesirable that Domin- 
ion officials should take an active part in 
Dominion elections, as it is undesirable 
that Provincial officials should take an 
active part iu Provinoial eleoLious. I use 
tho term " undesirable," because I om 
awaro that the franchiso laws of 
of British Cohimbia, in common with 
those of alj^tho other Provinces, give these 
officials the .aima^ibted right to .exercise 
all tho functions and enjoy all tho privi- 
leges of electors, should they think pro- 
per to do no. 

Why is it "unroiisonablo ?" 
All onlighteiicd and wlioh^aome legisla- 
tion on the electoral francluBO aims at 
placing tho votur in tho most favorable 
poriition possible to -exercise the right 
freely and unrostrainodly.in aocordanco 
with his conKcientious convictions. 

It will bo t^ciin at a gluncu that, undor 
tho system uf Ivesponsiblo Government, 
DoniiBiou olliciala aro not iu tlio most 
favoriiblo position to casta fruo and un- 
biased vqto at i^'I)omiU|ion [OloqJJg^ any 
inore'than Provinidjil oi&butlB are at a 
Provincial olectiorl. They may not un- 
fairly bo ]n-.'suraod to bo" somewhat less 
free than others from ccjurcion and under 
iiillnence; albeit tho objection is materi- 
ally woakeiiod by the ballot-box. It must 
bo udinittoil, liowovor, that so long as tho 
laws of tho country do not interfere, no 
ono can call in question the right of suoh 
olUoialb to oxer^jise the electoral franchiso 
whenever, they may think proper to do 
so. 

But when the objection comes to be, as 
in tho present instance, against Domin- 
ion oHieiula taking part in Provincial 
olootiouB, tho case ia altogether different.

Lying, the 
vilest misrepresentation, threats, coax- 
ing, aud all the arts practiced by such 
people, woro tried iu -vain, because 
altho^gl^, there are .;in all commuui- 
tieS.'iifiaividual«vWho are prone to evil, 
tbejrniuritSwhei"' opposed to the great 
mass of tbe -public bo outnumbered, 
We can imagine all tho harpies fed bj' 
tho late Goveniinent from tho public 
purse making a desperate fight for the 
toothsome morsels which have so long 
fallen to their shore, but we are griev- 
ed iind surprised that the men who 
have hold the proud title of ministers 
so long, should have taken such a pro- 
minent part in loading on the ruthless 
gang. ' Tho thing is such an outrage 
on all decency that it must rest as a 
stain upon them for over after. It 
shows unmistakably that there was a 
sort of biotheihood iu corruption, 
aud will make tho; spnse ,■ of re- 
lief in gSftiilg^tfd "Of' t*i«f^all tho 
greater. In order to hide their 
own complicity iu the plots of eastern 
politicians, tho late ministry havo at- 
tempted to make itsappoar that Mr. 
Elliott aud his colleagues were in 
bome way influenced by the reform 
leaders at Ottawa. We have often 
pointed out in tbese'^corumns the ab- 
surdity of such a notion.' What have 
wo to do with oasteru politics or poli- 
ticians? However we may, at some 
future lime, enter into party warfare 
at the east, wo, at present, can see 
nothing but the jDOsaiblg. rij^sults of 
conf oderatibtfT -Whioh ha^e-sd far bee n- 
rather a disappointment than any- 
thing else. We are ready to admit 
that our late local administration bad 
much to do in preventing any arrange- 
ment being made ' witlii''tlle;. centeal 
Government, but that excuse for Mac- 
kenzie or Macdouald, as the case may 
be, is now cleared away, and bur now 
local miuistry will uot hesitate to 
bring the vexed question to a speedy 
issue. As to the absurd cry about the 
possible jeopardy of "our rights" in 
the hands of tho Elliott Government, 
wo havo only to say that they are 
much safer than they could ever be 
with the Jato miuibtry. Had thoy re- 
mained iii. power "pur rights" would 
haveTjeen bartered away for rii6ratiVe 
berths to the few privileged ones, and 
the country must haVo sunk to tho 
lowest point of baukruj)tcy and hu- 
miliatiou. As it is, tho best will be 
done in a uiauly aud straightforward 
way, to secure "our rights" uot ouo 
jot ."gf *wlHOh,will be bated, since Mr. 
Mfiyft ftfiS liiS'c'olleHgnoa have noth- 
ing to desire or hope for from the Ot- 
tawa Goveruuieut, which would in- 
duce them to betray the cbuutry whose 
destinies they 'eii, !||c^led|jUpon to 
guide, and whose<lfbnoBtlrey>£fre .-'call-.

MEDICINE IN EGYPT.

Tho Londou 'Laucet' has tho 
lowing: — 

Ebers, the German archioologist, 
has njajiPiapjiflteresting discovery of 
what is said to be a portion of ono of 
tho lost hermetic books of racdiciuo. 
Hitherto all attempts to trace tho 
origiu of the reputed Hermetic writ- 
ings have failed, aud ifc'ha^V^Wri as- 
sumed tliat tho great 'Hetmes' was a 
raythologioal pcrRonngo invented l)y 
tho early alchoniisls to credit tho ac- 
quired linowlodgo willi the authority 
uf autiquily. Tho manuscript when 
thoroughly deciphered may throw 
sqfii'e;,^^p6o .thi,s 4(;<,i»J)tfuli>bint; \)ut 
even if it'fails' to do so, the foot that' a 
fragment of .the lost, learning of the 
Egyptians has been recovered ia a 
matter of scientific interest. Tho man- 
uscript was discovered ainoug tho 
bones of a mummy some years ago by 
,i||Lrftbi"jP.sl'pn M8,4?at,^.it ^vas of. 
fered to Vt. " Ebers, who eventually 
purchased it at a consldorablo price. 
It consists of a single sheet of papyrus 
aliout sixty foot in length, and the 
oharacters aro iu red and black ink. 
Judging from tho characters, tho date 
of""the'"TnanuBcx'ipt may bo placed 
aBoWl^WOiB. C. making it 3,;i()U 
years old, and, if written in the earli- 
er part of the century, it would havo 
bpep oontemforaneoySjWijh tho peri- 



od of Moses' residoueo at !lio coiu't of 
Pharaoh. Only a purliun (..i the doc - 
ument has at present been translated 
by Ebers, including some of tho head- 
ings of the various chapters, suoh as 
•Tho Secret Book of the Physicians,' 
'Tho Science of tho Beating of the 
Heart,' 'The Kuowledge of tho Heart 
as taught by the Priest Pliysician 
Nebaoeht,' 'Medicines for Alleviating 
Accumulation of Urine and of -the Ab- 
domen.' There is every reason to sup- 
pose that the Egyptians attained a 
high degree of acieutiiic kuowledge at 
a very early period of their history. As 
Boerbap aptly Temarksf,- the fact' that 
Moses knew hbw to reduce gold 
to powder, so as to bo misciblo with 
water, and by this means potable, 
siiows he had acquired a knowledge of 
chemistry; for, according to Plutarch, 
(is. et. Odir) in tho sacred languago of 
the . prienli?$ ^the coontryi was. called 
'Chemi,' which means, according, to 
Bochart, hidden or secret kuowledge. 
At tho jirosont day it is still caiicd,wo 
believe, by tho Cops, tho laud of 
Keiui. Lindas has suggested that a 
knowledge of this art was introduced 
into Europe by tho Argonauts, whoj 
sailed to Uolchis to carry olFthe Gold-' 
en Fleece. Tho Colchians, according 
to Herodotus, were an Egyptian col- 
ony and Lindas supposes the Golden 
Fleece to havo been a lioolc written on 
S2>eep8kiu, teach iug the method of 
making gold by the chemical art. The 
date of the Argonautic expedition was, 
accordiug to most chronogra])hers, 
1250 B. C, or 'Mi) years later thau tho 
supposed date of libers' manuscript. 
It is to be hoped that future researches ^ 
may bring to light further evidence of 
tho soientitio history of tho past, aud 
so enable us to estimate tho degree of 
civilization and scientilic attainment 
reached hj the early riaces of man- 
kind.^U l\

Oii'one b'cba^on during last J une — 
tlle'lltji atid" 24th of ..that .mpnth— we 
earnestly drew attontio'd'^Of'the rapid 
spread of dipsomania in England, 
among all ranks of tho community but 
especially among the well-to-do. 
While deploring the effects of this 
dire disease,' we expreieed an opinion 
tEH'fli'e'evn toMd 'neviBr berextirpated 
except by carefully considered legisla- 
tion, and suggested that tho country 
would owe a deep, debt of gratitude to 
any member of PeirHament who took 
up the righteous work commenced by 
the late l3r. Dalrymple. In the cur- 
rent number of the ' Quarterly lie- 
view' a very exhaustive and able arti- 
cle on 'Driuk — the Vice aud tho Dis- 
ease,' fortifies the position we thou 
took up with [the authority of a jobrnal 
that justly exercises a powerful influ- 
ence on public oi)inion. 'TheroJ is a 
wretched class of beings,' says the re- 
viewer, 'whom no law of God or mau 
can now deter from drinking their own 
damnation— tho 'habitual drunkards' 
or 'dipsomaniacs' of modern phrase- 
ology-'who have no place in' bur crimi- 
nal code, and ought to have no tolera- 
tion iu society.', This may seem strong 
languago to those unacquainted with 
the fearful ravages of this terrible 
scougo, bat uot ono wliit stronger thau 
the occasion demands. What family, what 
individual is there within tho compass 
of the British Isles, who has uot at 
some time or another met v/ith in- 
stances of the disoase, too disgraceful 
'Wbai^Uflntioned except with bated 
breath? Now it is a man, in tho prime 
of life and vigour, of high-strung teni- 
porament, who falls a victim. Next, 
some delicate lady whose nervous .sys- 
tem has been sliatlc-red by want of rest 
and incessant rackotting, acquires the 
habit of secret tippling. But, worse 
than all is the case — to which the re- 
viewer does not allude — of lads at 
public schools. From authoritative 
information furnished to us, we are iu 
ajjosition to a£firm that dipsomania is 
growing quite common among youths 
in their teens. It may soeni like a 
distoiapored dream to say this, but 
the ovukince is too ooncliisivo for 
doubt. Horo aud there throughout 
this highly civilized land, heartbroken 
parents may 1j^fjjund..,by yfho-so cares 
to seek, wlioso' Sons ' have' ncquirotl 
dipsomania at school among olhor 
branches of knowledge. The dreadful 
fact is, of course, kept as soerot as 
possible by tho friends of tho fallen. 
Hoping against hope that tho disease 
jviU 4i|aBg§^JJ'*'i.'l*'^^}^® influence of 
•different • smSo'SnBing's, thoy cannot 
make up thoir minds to call iu medi- 
cal assistance. Were this done, the 
dread secret might leak out, blighting 
the future prospects of the suH'erur, 
for what employment would bo open 
to ouo known to be as incapable of 
self-control as the veriest lunatic in 
Bedlam? 

Tho worst feature iu tho luiittor is 
that, in the abaeuce of legislation, 
modicj|il ^id can exercise but little in- 
fluence towards working a euro. So 
loug as dip3omauia(!b nru coufiidorod 
sane by the law in doliauco of a 'con- 
sousus' of medical authority that the 
disoase is a delinito form of iusanily. 
with clearly pronounced characteris- 
tics, this terrible tooial gaugrene will 
continue to spread. No 'one — rela- 
tives, doctors, lunacy cominissionors — 
has any power to seclude theso poor 
helpless creatures from ilio tonipta- 
tiou thoy Ciiunot resist. WMieu the 
craving for stimulants is olY him, a 
dipsomaniac will implore his friends to 
save him from himiself. In his ' sound 
senses ho kuowa whither -the jiatii 
loads that ho is doomed .tp tread when 
tho demoniac influence' guides his 
footsteps. ;j Ifciis a..oommoh' thing for 
them, Avhon in this repentant state, i,o 
sign documents liy v.'liich tlioy voluu 
tarily surrender their froedoni for a 
stipulated period. Such deeds liavo, 
however, no legal force, bo their pro- 
vieions ever so stiiugent. )Vhen tho 



fit returns, the dipsouiiuiiac claims his 
right to driuk as deeply as ho chooses, 
and no power exists to' hinder him in 
this suicidal courso. The law will iu- 
'torforo to prevent lunatics droAyuing, 
themselves in water, but-'>up'.4'to',i<th6>^ 
present time it has refused, to place 
any obstacle in the way of their des- 
troying thbmsolvos with liquor. What 
defence can be pleaded in excuse for 
tliis anomaly, except that tho disease 
is uot yet generally recognized as a 
pronounce^ f p^jn,,pf, .insanity ? iWheftr^ 
over the sdbject com6a-anid6ir ' diseuai' ■ 
sion, it is common to hear people urge 
that groat diiliculty would bo found in 
drawing the line between vicious 
drinking aud dipsomania.aj, 3Jo amaU 
extoht. the 'Quarterly "EeVlew' falH 
into thia error, by "seeming to include 
military 'habitual drunkards' iu tho 
latter category, whereas in point of 
fact, thoy are soldiers who have been 
drunk a certain number of times with- 
in a given period. Every 'ariay'''sar- 
goou will bear us out in th'd assertion 
that 'habitual drunkenness' as defin- 
ed by tho military code does not im- 
ply dipsomania. -Indeed, it may be 
quesfionfttl ;wh.efiheR),; the , 'h%b}jiuaj 
drunkards' of our forces inoltide the 
hardest drinkers, many old soldiers 
having acquired tlio knack of carrying 
iuordiuato quantities of liquor with- 
out showing signs of intoxication. 
Precision of dehuition is of the more 
(consequence, inasmuch as a good: deal 
of con fusion exists ih''the pubJio*Mi£d. 
on tho subject. It is imagined by 
many that tho proposed legislation for 
dipsomaniacs would include all sorts 
of notorious hard drinkers. 

This opposition is groundless, like 
the-popular impression that it would 
bo impossible to discriminate between 
the various classos. At tbo annual 
meeting of the Birmiugham and Mid- 
laud Branch of the British Medical 
Association in 1874^ the PreSidtint '_de- 
clared'thiit'dip«)mma 'has ifs^ "cause, 
symptoms, diagnosis, and tretitment 
as clearly maiked as those of pneu- 
monia.' So far back as 1817, M. Salva- 
tori, a French physician, defined tho 
leading characteristics by which the 
disease might be distinguished- from 
ordinary cases of hard •drihlcing.-'^ As 
the 'Quarterly Koview' forcibly puts it 
'with the one it is defined the 'via a 
torgo,' driving him on whether ho wUl 
no; with the other as the 'vis afronte,' 
tempting him' forward,' yet with power 
to. resist.'; nlnife(}t!,2the sot can help 
himself, if (hs: chooses, and if he does 
not, the consequences rest on hia own 
head; the dipsomaniac has no power. 
When madness Comes upon him, he, 
like other insane people,^ become^'; an 
irresponsible ageht.'aiid no" more 'de- 
serves blame than they. But while 
tho law hurnauoly places ordinary 
lunatics under such restrictions as will 
prevent them harming themselves or 
others, it refuses an asylum :to :.the 
poor demented creatures who, in their 
iute.rvals of sanity, piteously plead'for 
protection. Here then is righteous 
work lyiug ready to the hand of any 
legislator, be hi8;political creed what 
it mfty. .Eqj; .o]bviQua;ypaso.n8 it is inex- 
pedient for Government to undertake 
tho task. Were they to do so, thej;e 
might be the risk of a party colouring 
being given to a question that equally 
concerns every inhabitant of England. 
The work must be done by private 
hands, if at all,- and,>^ould bejbuilt.qp 
carefnily, gradually, and experimentflly 
from foundation to rooftroe, For tho 
present moment a very simple measure 
would suUice; nothing more is neco.isary 
in tho case of ndolRsceut dipso.-'ianiaca 
thau to give legal force to any documents 
thoy sign ,->iirroniloring control over their 
actions to properly qualified guardianil. 
It might, perhaps, bo expedient toi have 
such deeds duly executed in tho presonoe 
of some legal fnhotidnary, as well as to 
provide for periodical visits of all dipso- 
maniac asylums by Commissionera ap- 
|)oiiitud for that purpose. With regard 
to minors a sworn certillcato from parents 
or guardians, setting forth the nature of 
the ease, and naming tho asylum to which 
thov proposed sending the patient, would 
bo sufliciont t.p pr^yefft* all'^'oh'anoe of 
abuse. Upon a-broad framework of thia 
sort it needs not t'o diflicult to build up 
a tentative measure that would annwerall 
present purposes, while perhaps laying 
the foundation for legislation of greater 
magnitudo. All that seems required is 
that the work should be. taken •m.xhand 
by some legislator with*^^^ilb"glW&i^bded 
desire to carry it out for the benefit of 
the nation. That the House contains 
many members eminently qualified for 
the task, wo aro well aware, aud there- 
fore, wo rotroat from suggesting any 
name. Whoever takes this labor of love 
in hand will be oertaid ,of popular ap- 
preciation, and-^we feel.. that xre .mfky 
speak on-.bsbalf of most ot ontf oontem- 
porariea — will receive the heari^'stlppoct 
of tho English press.
